Now Superiours as they are called , ſo they

Firſt, in regard of Afﬀedon ; The loue 
of a Father to a Sonne , none ſaue a Father can 
well conceiue, no nota Sonne himſelfe, vatill he 
bee a Father. God, toexpreſle his loue tovs,

Whar Father 
could doe more ? 

Thirdly, of Corredtion: To corrett is the Of 
fice ofa Father, bur with fatherly corre&ion. 4 
Father corredteth the Child whom heloueth , and 
loueth the Child whom hee correceth, and in 
orcateſt choler remembreth thathe is a. Father 
who ſmiteth, and a Sonne who ſmarteth ; and 
therefore vſeth correXion, no otherwiſe then 
Marriners doeeietion of their fraightin a tem- 
peſt, for the ſafetie of the Ship, and is payned 
himſelfe when he his compelled. to puniſh. He 
deſires, if it may be, rather to-corre& with ter- 
rifying then to terrihe with corre&ing , and of- 
ten ſhaketh the rod that hee may tHe more (el- 
dome ſtrike with it. 

Laſtly, in regard of Example - Superiours 
ſhould be Fathers, not onely in regard of preli- 
dence, but chiefely of precedence in godlineſle 
and all vertuesto.their Inferiours, All example 


1s powerfull either to-good or euill,' but moſt of 
i them-whoare of molt power. Great mens liues
